Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative discussed an amendment to the 
specification to provide support for the previously added limitations that were rejected under 35 USC 1 12 first 
paragraph. Applicants representative proposed amending claim 25 to require both elastic bodies cover at least a 
portion of the outside perimeter of the multilayer stack. The Examiner indicated this limitation if added and properly 
supported would appear to overcome the prior art of record. Applicants representative argued claim 27 requires a 
single, common steel plate shared between two multilayer stacks, and the prior art of record does not appear to 
disclose such. The Examiner would consider the rejection in view of these arguments submitted in a subsequent 
response. Applicants representative proposed providing reasons of nonobviousness regarding the rejection of claim 
32, and the Examiner indicated the reasons if submitted in a subsequent response would be considered. 
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
